HERE ARE accomplish- 


ments, and then there are 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS. What 
Bob Backlund did in his 
championship match with 
Superstar Billy Graham at 
Madison Square Garden earned 
him the eternal respect and 
admiration of wrestling fans 
throughout the world. And his 
capture of the WWWF belt has 
earned Bob our coveted “Wrestler 
of the Month” award. 

In most cases, the sheer act of 
winning the championship of the 
world would be sufficient. 
However, the condition of the 
WWWFE since Graham took the 


belt from Sammartino has not 
been normal. Graham had brought 
only disgrace to the title. To 
challenge Graham and win is quite 
a feat. 

Backlund represents what is 
rapidly becoming the new breed of 
professional wrestlers. He is 
young, agile, and intelligent. He 
wrestled in college, though he 
displayed his versatility by also 
competing in track and football. 

“I’m really flattered to win this 
award,” Backlund said when 
informed of our decision. “It 
means a great deal to me. Though 
to be honest, not as much as 
winning the belt did. That was the

culmination of a life-long dream.” 

Two-and-a-half years ago, 
Backlund met Race in contest for 
the Missouri state title.

He had already run up 
a string of impressive victories, but 
they weren’t impressive enough to 
persuade wrestling observers that 
here was a future champion. The 
doubts about Bob Backlund ended 
that night. 

“God, was I nervous when I went 
against Race,” Backlund chuckled 
as he recollected. “I knew how 
important that match was to my 
career. I knew ifI blew that I’d have 
a long climb back up. When I left

It’s one thing to 
schedule a rematch aand another thing 
completely when they wrestle a second, third, 
fourth time, and so on.

HE MEANING OF a championship is not to 

push it into some foolish round-robin. If 
you buy Race’s logic then we should put ads in 
the newspapers inviting people to come and 
wrestle. 

Fans want to see the best. Period. Man, when 
you're up there wrestling for the title that means 
you’re one of the best. That’s what fans want to 
see. And if you should lose you're entitled to a 
rematch. And if you should lose but you’re the 
best around, then you should get another 
shoot-out with the champ. Obviously, Race is 
admitting he’s scared to face the best. 


Wrestling for the title is based on merit, not 
based on numbers or “frustration.” Over a 
period of years, paying your dues, getting your 
thing together, you build up a reputation. You 
don’t find out how good you are in a 
championship match. You prove yourself long 
before that. The purpose ofa title match is to pit 
against each other the two best in the world; itis 
not a kindergarten for raw talent. 

Guys are real impatient nowadays. Whatever 
happened to apprenticeship? If you push 
someone into a match simply because he’s 
been waiting a while without proving himself, 
he’s liable to get killed. The fans want a title 
battle, not a massacre. 

I’m sure it gets frustrating. | was frustrated 
when | first came up. But | showed the world 


over. If you’re not good enough to winit the first 
time around then that’s just too bad. 

What this does is stunt the growth of the 
younger wrestlers. They don’t have the chance 
to prove themselves. It gets frustrating working 
hard and taking on anyone who is willing to 
wrestle you, only to see one of the veteran guys 
always signing for the title matches. 

The whole point of life is to give new peoplea 
chance. You can’t get a chance under the 
conditions that presently exist. 

Another thing bugs me. | don’t think this is 
fair to the fans. They are forced to see the same 
men wrestling night after night. | think they'd 
like to see a new guy come along and win the

how great | was over a period of time. That’s the 
way fo do it. 

This notion of not being motivated because 
you know you'll always get another shot is 
bunk. If you don’t go all out, what’s the point of 
being there in the first place?

And when they’re in there 
wrestling for the title match, they know there 
will be another title match soon. | think ‘this 
takes away from the whole meaning of the 
championship. 

If you don’t give young guys a chance, the 
sport will very quickly become stagnated. 
Almost overnight. And a lot of guys will simply 
retire rather than keep beating their heads 
against this stone wall of tradition. oO

an hour is like holding a 
conversation with a wrestling 
encyclopedia.

“Watch Dory Funk Jr.,” he 
said many months ago. 
“Something is going to happen. 
| can sense it.” 

At the time, no one was sure 
what to do with this piece of 
information. After all, Dory’s 
career had been in_ partial 
eclipse; Terry was the more 
dominant member of the clan. 
Dory seemed to be content to 
spend most of his time on the 
family ranch, taking only an 
occasional match when the 
urge hit him. But when 
Robinson says to keep an eye 
on aman, you listen to him. 

He was right. 

Dory’s career has suddenly 
been skyrocketing once again. 
When Terry took off some time 
to make the movie, ‘Paradise 
Alley,” Dory filled in for him. 
Within a few weeks, Dory Funk 
Jr. was a hot property again, in 
demand for matches all over the 
country. But Billy Robinson 
beat everyone to the punch; he

had scheduled a match against 
Dory already. He knew what 
was going to happen. 

“| really wanted to wrestle 
Dory Funk,” noted Billy. “I have 
long admired his style and 
skills. He represents a 
challenge to me. Of course, | 
knew it would be a brutal battle 
of equals. But that is the kind of 
match | like most. Believe me, | 
did enjoy wrestling him.” 

“No one wrestles quite like 
Billy Robinson,” confessed 
Dory. “He can do things in the 


ring no other man would dare 
even attempt. How did he get so 
good? But I'll tell you, | never felt 
better coming out of a match 
than | did when | wrestled him.” 

The match between these two 
was a battle of wrestling 
virtuosity. It started strictly 
scientific, and it remained so. 
Both men displayed a wide range 
of maneuvers. 

From now on, when people 
talk about great scientific 
battles, this match will be the 
first one they talk about. 


But this was more than just a 
fantastic scientific match. The 
two men employed tactics 
which were almost identical. It 
was as if each man was a mirror 
image of the other. It was 
uncanny. 

“There was a reason for that,” 
said Robinson. “It all had to do 
with the fact that | have long 
been an admirer of Dory’s 
style. | like many of the things he 
does, and | wanted to try some 
of his maneuvers on him. Of 
course, | never expected this 
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kind of result. 

“| spent many hours studying 
films of Funk in action. He hasa 
certain subtlety in style which, 
quite frankly, | have long 


envied. Very few other wrestlers 
have this. Therefore, | felt it 
might be a good idea to emulate 
it. | am glad | was successful in

this endeavor. It provided for 
some interesting moments in 
the match.” 

Interesting moments is 
understating the case. This 
match was a thriller from the 
opening bell. No man ever held 
control for an extended period 
only because both men did so 
well. The climax of the match 
came when Billy used a 
spinning toe hold on Dory. 
Skillfully, Funk managed to free 
himself so he could try the same 
maneuver on Robinson. But 
Billy had done his homework: 
he knew just how to escape. 

“Let me tell you,” Dory said 
later on, “I was scared for a few 
moments there. | understood 
what Robinson had been doing. 
| knew he was trying to use my 
own moves against me. But | 
never expected him to use a 
spinning toe hold. It was a total 
shock. But it certainly wasn’t 
the only shock of the evening. 

“After | got myself free, | knew 
| had no choice but to use the 
same move on him. Look, | 
honesty thought he would 
never be able to escape it 
himself. Sure as hell shocked 
me when he did! He is amazing. 

“Even though my schedule is 
getting pretty hectic again, | 
want a rematch against 
Robinson. But this time, I'll 
outfox him. I’ll use maneuvers 
he’s never seen before. That 
man knows too much. 

“No other opponent | have 
ever wrestled understood my 
style so perfectly. No other man 
has ever gone to the lengths 
Robinson did in order to 
duplicate my moves. Hell, | 
don’t know if | would ever do that. 
Billy Robinson is shrewd. No 
one else would have done what 
he did, and | respect him for it. 

“But I'll tell you. A less 
talented wrestler would have 
never gotten away with it. Know 
what | mean? Hell, they say 
imitation is the sincerest form of 


‘compliment,”’ 


Dory thought this maneuver would bring 
an end to the match, but he was wrong: 
Robinson easily escaped. 


flattery. But being imitated by 
Billy Robinson is a real 
compliment, and | take it as 
such.” 

“| never intended a direct 
admitted 
Robinson, “but | guess it can be 
taken that way. | admire his 
style. But my real intention was 
to see how Dory would do when 
facing himself. | found the 
answer. And | guess it is no 
wonder the match ended as a 
draw. After all, nothing else can 
be realistically expected. 

“However, | do want to make 
one thing clear: though | tried to 


do as Dory would do, | was not 
totally successful. | made some 
mistakes, and Funk caught 
them. He saw his openings and 
he took them. But he made 
mistakes too. | saw them. And 
though | tried as hard as | could 
to wrestle like him, | did have to 
.allow my ‘own style to come 
through when necessary. Yet | 
still was able to carry out my 
intentions most of the time. And 
that is as much as | can 
reasonably expect.” 

What does this all mean? To 
what purpose did imitating Dory 
Funk Jr. help Billy Robinson? 


“| learned a lot from this 
match,” said Billy. “| learned 
more about my own limitations 
and abilities. | learned not to do 
it again. It is one thing to try to 
imitate another person. It is 
quite a different thing to 
become that person. 

“Dory’s style is good for him, 
not for me. | was not 
comfortable being a _ mirror 
image of someone else. And 
though | may adapt some of his 
moves into my own repertoire, | 
will never try to be Dory Funk Jr. 
However, | was happy in the 
knowledge that | could be if | 
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wanted to be. 


“Next time | wrestle him, 
things will be different. | will not 
use his maneuvers. | will use 
mine. | now know how effective 
he is. | will file the information 
I’ve learned for future reference. 
Someday, what | know may be 
very useful; if not for me, then 
for someone else.” 

Granted, this is a _ rather 
difficult way to gain knowledge, 
but for Billy, the effort has paid 
off. It further solidifies his 
position as a top wrestling 
expert. Talk to him. Learn all 
about Dory Funk Jr. oO 
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Ina 1974 attempt to win the title, Paul 
nearly defeated Jack Brisco.

CAREFUL EXAMINATION of 

the ledger of recent chal- 
dengers to Harley Race’s NWA 
crown would seem to be 
inclusive enough. All the top 
wrestlers of the federation seem 
to have tangled with Race.

It 
certainly can’t be for any lack of 
ability, for Paul Jones’ enormous 
scientific skills are well-known.

So why has Paul Jones been 
ignored when opponents have 
been selected for Harley Race?

Why has Paul Jones been 
forgotten? 

“Damned if | know,’’ Jones 
exclaimed. He sat on the front 
porch of his spacious home, a 
copy of the recent wrestling 
rankings on his lap. He toyed 
with the edges of the paper, his 
eyes fixed upon some innocuous 
point just beyond the paper. 
Jones ran his hand over the list

and cleared his throat. 

“| think I've shown that I’m a 
top-flight wrestler. | don’t feel | 
have to prove myself to anyone,” 
Jones said, his burning eyes 
belying the gentle strands of his 
voice. 

A few years ago, the matches 
of Paul Jones against the NWA 
titlists were considered true 
wrestling classics. It was 
considerd just a matter of time 
before Jones wore the NWA 
belt. Then slowly, without 
explanation, the title matches 
diminished, then stopped when 
Harley Race won the crown. 


“I'm not saying there was any 
kind of conspiracy; no, nothing 
like that,” Jones said. “‘I’ve 
spoken to a number of people 
and no one has an answer as to 
why. It does seem strange that 
when Race took the title | 
stopped getting those cham- 
pionship shots. Maybe you 
should ask Harley.”

HE FUTURE OF Superstar 

Billy Graham is filled with 
uncertainty. After losing his 
WWWFE title to Bob Backlund, the 
ex-champion was confronted with 
several harsh realities. 

Does he persist in regaining his 
crown, perhaps embarking on 
some futile course which will only 
thrust him into the shape of a 
pathetic has-been? 

Does he appreciate the moments 
of glory he derived from the belt 
and feel content that, unlike so 
many other wrestlers, he dared to 
climb the mountain of success and 
was awarded with triumph? 


FROM HERE? 


Does he face a difficult decision, 
perhaps realizing that he requires a 
new stratagem if his future is to be 
as successful as his past? 

Or was Superstar Billy Graham 
a fluke champion, truly unworthy 
of wearing the belt, a wrestling 
defect which the charitable drive of 
Bob Backlund’s ability has finally 
cured? 

The answers are difficult to learn 
from Graham. We posed them to 
him and received a_ typically 
arrogant, vague response. 

“Tt’ll be a short while before I, 
the greatest wrestler that ever lived, 
recaptures the belt and struts about 
proudly once again. One stinking 
night I’m a little off and people 
want to bury me. What garbage,” 
he snorted. 

Since Graham triples as 
President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer of the Billy Graham Fan 
Club, such self-serving remarks are 
expected. And quite useless. So, in

No one but Graham knows for sure. 


order to delve more accurately into 
this important wrestling problem, 
we have spoken to numerous 
wrestling experts, wrestlers, 
promoters, some of whom were 
reluctant to have us use their 
names. 

“The one thing you can’t take 
away from Billy Graham is his 
talent,” said Dusty Rhodes. “A lot 
of people hate him, me included. 
But he is good. The point is 
whether or not he is good enough. I 
don’t think he was ever 
championship caliber. Backlund 
finally proved that. So what does 
he do now? That’s hard to say. I’ve 
never been an ex-champion. I don’t 
know what it’s like to watch 
someone else wear your belt.” 

“These next few months will 
reveal a lot about Billy Graham, 
both to himself and to others,” said 
former WWWE champion Bruno 
Sammartino. “It’s a painful thing 
being dethroned. As much as I 
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detest him, I have some empathy 
for his position. 

“Graham must decide how 
important the belt was to him. If 
he’s after it just for status 
symbolism, then he won't get it 
back. You have to feel like a champ 
and want to be a champion. 
Whether you’re champion doesn’t 
necessarily end with losing the title. 
I suspect that Graham is more 
interested in having people point 
him out.as WWWFE chanpp than in 
doing the belt any credit.” 

This is an essential element 
which will have perhaps the 
strongest bearing on his future. 
How much does he want it? 

We suspect that Bruno 
Sammartino is correct. Graham 
showed he was totally unfit to wear 
the belt. Graham showed that the 
prestige was more important than 
anything else. Graham’s dedication 
must be considered suspect. And 
every champion will tell you that 
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dedication, the thirst for the belt, is 
the true test of greatness. 

Billy Graham doesn’t ‘want it 
badly enough. And his posturing 
must be revealed, once and for all, 
for what it is. Fawning self-love. 

“He’d spend more time watching 
himself in the mirror than he would 
working out,” said a former 
director of one of Graham’s 
gymnasiums. ‘“‘When he was 
satisfied that he looked pretty he’d 
stop working out and go out with 
the women.” 

Though his reasons may be 
wrong, or at least questionable, 
there is no denying that Graham 
enjoyed his reign as champion. 
Have we entered the stage where

“I think Graham is going to get 
the belt back. He’s a crass oaf, but 
he liked the life too much to let it 
slip away. He doesn’t have to 
change his tactics because that got 
him where he was in the first

place,” noted a well-known 
Eastern wrestling writer. 

“He has the native ability and he 
has the stomach to be vicious. I 
think of all the contenders, 
Graham is the most formidable 
threat to Backlund.” 

Graham needn’t change his style. 
It is very effective, though quite 
iHegal. He does have the natural 
talent to regain the belt. 

But is wrestling evolving toward 
a different standard for its 
champions? Does the win of 
Backlund represent a new wave of 
professional wrestlers who 
combine skill and strength with 
college background? 

“More finesse will be required of 
belt-holders in the future. 
Championships will not be won 
with brute strength anymore. It’s 
kind of sad, but I think Graham 
might become a dinosaur in a very 
short while,” said Mil Mascaras. 

We agree. We think that the path 
which Billy Graham will strut 
down will lead him to a repeated, 
fruitless quest of the WWWF belt. 

He wouldn’t change his tactics 
even if forced to at the point of a 
loaded gun. One doesn’t suddenly

develop intelligence, so that 
avenue is out for him. 

And civility. Harley Race owns 
the NWA belt and he is far from 
dignified.

AND 


T ALL STARTED three years ago. 

At the time, no one expected 
that things would turn out as they 
did. It all seemed quite innocent; 
an interested party simply helping 
out a troubled teenager so he 
could get on with the business of 


living. But nothing is simple. 
Nothing is innocent. 

And nothing comes easy in this 
life. Not even generous acts. 

At the time, Ken Patera was just 
another rookie wrestler in the Mid- 
Atlantic region. He had earned a 
degree of fame, but not much. He 
was going nowhere in his career, 
but that is another story. This is 
about Tadd Martey, and the 
friendship he has with Ken Patera. 

Tadd had no ambitions to be an 
athlete. He just wanted to protect 
himself from four of his 
schoolmates. He was their favorite 
target, the one who was 
constantly the object of their 
adsolescent anger. They mocked 
him, taunted him, dared him, then 
ganged up on him. He never stood 
a chance. He wanted to change 
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all that. 

It was just another gym, but to 
Tadd it represented a glimmer of 
hope. He just wanted to build 
himself up. He just wanted to 
be able to defend himself against 
his tormentors, the cruel gang of 
four. But there was a catch: the 
gym wanted money for Tadd to 
train there. Tadd had none. He 
lived with his mother, a broken- 
down alcholic shrew who would 
occasionally beat him. There was 
no money in the house save the 
pennies the welfare provided, 
Tadd lived in fear of his home, of 
his school, of his life. 

Without money, Tadd was not 
allowed the chance to train. 
However, the gym owner did 
allow him to sit and watch, 
possibly picking up a few hints 
from other people.

not change. Tadd still looked up to 
Patera as an idol, a friend, 
a mentor who had been the most 
positive force to ever walk into his 
life. The mother stopped drinking. 
Ken still made occasional visits to 
the Marteys, encouraging them, 
helping them, giving them moral 
support. Tadd and his mother 


even started getting along with 
each other. 

In school, Tadd would boast of 
his close relationship with the 
wrestler. But this backfired on him. 
It backfired badly on him. 


For one young man, Ken's viciousness 
against men like Tony Garea (above) or 
Bruno (left), meant little. He knew Patera 
to be a generous man at heart. 
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Even as Ken was engaged in a bitter struggle with NWA champion 
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Harley Race, Tadd 


Martey was fighting for his life. The young man’s defense of the hated rulebreaker 


proved to be too costly for all concerned. 


Because of what was 
happening in the WWWF, it 
became increasingly difficult for 
Tadd to defend Ken’s actions. His 
schoolmates continued to treat 
him with derision, and now for 
added reason. Every time they 
heard a story about Ken crippling 
another opponent, they would 
taunt Tadd. But the young man 
still had faith in his friend. He 
continued to defend Ken. 

It had to happen. 
inevitable. 

As he was walking home from 
school one day, Tadd was jumped 
by four schoolmates. “This is for 
your friend Ken Patera,” they 
screamed at him. They beat him 
senseless. They left him on the

Graham,’’ Backlund cried 
heatedly. 


The binding contract signed in 
November forced Backlund to 
wrestle Harley. 

“| wasn't excited about it, 
either,” said Race. 

With so much reluctance, one 
would assume this match would 
have. produced scores of yawns 
from the spectators. Not so. Not 
when two individuals with the 
pride of Bob Backlund and 
Harley Race meet. But we must 
first trace the origins of this 
match all the way back to the 
contract signing. 

It took place in a prestigious 
law office on Manhatten’s West 
Side. Since. our contracts are in 
every sector of wrestling, we had 
a source who hesitantly 
disclosed what went on that 
afternoon. 

‘Graham started, boasting 
about how he was going to wipe 
the floor with Race right after he 
whipped Backlund,’ our source 
said. ‘Someone in the office 
suggested that there could be 
problems if Backlund beat 
Superstar. Graham went into a 
. tirade at that and swore that he 
would never lose the belt to 
someone like Backlund. So that 


possibility was never really 
discussed.” 

Ah, the best laid plans... Mr. 
Graham fell to Mr. Backlund in 
Madison Square Garden, setting 
off all sorts of legal compli- 
cations. 

What threw the negotiations 
into chaos was the ambiguous 
wording of the contract. It 
specified that ‘Superstar Billy 
Graham, WWWF champion, 
shall meet Harley Race, NWA 
champion...” 

Backlund’s 
insisted that 


legal counsel 
the contract 


specified that Graham was to 


wrestle Race. Promoters 
countered by noting that 
Graham was mentioned simply 
because he was champ, and that 
the purpose of the contract was 
for the WWWF champion, 
regardless of who he was, to 
meet the NWA champion. They 
said that had Race lost, his 
successor would also have been 
bound by the terms of the 
agreement. 

A civil court judge was asked 
to rule on the contract. His 
decision, which both sides had 
agreed beforehand would be 
binding, said that Backlund, as

His championship only a few days old, Bob Backlund was forced to 
put his WWWF title on the line against NWA champion Harley Race.

WWWF belt-holder, was legally 
obligated to wrestle the NWA 
titlist. 

“They forced me to wrestle 
Harley Race,’ Backlund 
declared. ‘‘Maybe another 
wrestler would violate the 
court's decision, but I'm not like 
that. But | do want such things 
clarified in the future so there 
won't be cases like a wrestler 
having to fight other guy's 
battles. 

“| won the belt from Graham 
and the reign of Bob Backlund 
has begun. It’s frustrating 
having to contend with his 
lingering: presence. 

“This totally disrupted my 
schedule,” said Backlund. ‘‘We 
had planned out a series of 
matches that were prepared 
with great delicacy and for 
maximum exposure. | wanted to 
show off my belt by taking on 
everyone. But | wanted to decide 
on it, not Billy Graham.” 

By the time the day of the 
match arrived, tempers had 
simmered, though steam still 
came from Bob Backlund as he 
prepared for battle in his 
dressing room. 

“Sure, I'm still ticked off. But 
what can | do about it? | have my 
principles and | must abide by 
them,” Backlund said. “Anyway, 
I'm a pro and I'm going to vent 
my rage on Harley Race’s skull.”’ 

A capacity crowd jammed the 
Jacksonville, Florida, arena in 
anticipation of this match. 

Both men vented their 
frustration on the other's face. 
Typically, Race threatened 
Backlund with a wide range of 
crude rulebreaking tricks. 
Characteristically, Backlund 
responded with skill as he twisted 
out of Race’s brutal holds. 

“On some level, | guess | 
resented Race,’’ admitted 
Backlund. 


That resentment was 
displayed in a devastating 
atomic spinebreaker on Harley 
in the first fall. Surprisingly, 
Harley didn’t collapse; he 
managed to get to his feet and 
entangle the WWWEF champion 
in a tough head-lock. 

‘‘There was something 
insulting about the way 
Backlund tried to get out of this 
match. | think | wanted him to 
regret that he couldn't find a 
loophole,” said Harley. 

The match went to a one-hour 
draw, a fitting conclusion for this 
meeting of two titans. But Race 
found another suitable end to 
the match. 

At the conclusion, Backlund 
went over and shook Harley’s 
hand, then turned away. Race 
grabbed his NWA belt and 
slammed it into the back of 
‘Backlund’s skull! 

“Why did | do that? | just 
wanted to tell him that that is as

close as he'll ever get to my 
belt,’’ Race chuckled.

He has his faults, and 
we would be derelict in our duty if 
we didn’t point these out. He lacks 
the “killer instinct,” that added bit 
of aggression he may need in order 
to keep his belt for a long time. He 
still needs to add a few more varied 
maneuvers to his repertoire. And 
while the fans admire him and his 
skills, he has yet to earn the love 
fans give so freely to men like 
Dusty Rhodes. His youthfulness 
sometimes clouds people’s vision;

man. He will have to mature into 
the role of world champion.

“To me, lvan Koloff is the

sport. I've had men purposely try 
to cripple me for the sheer joy of 
seeing me in agony.
